Countries, with references to individual sites, and special 
features of the Journal, The Antiquities Market, Ar- 
chaeometric Clearinghouse, and Preservation and Res- 
cue, are also listed as separate subjects. These major 
categories, and cross references to them, appear in bold 
type. Archaeological site names are printed in italics and, 
to aid the user, many have been cross referenced. 
Within a general category subcategories are formed by 
cultural designation, geography, artifact types, research 
topics, etc. Depending upon the number and variety of 
references, subcategories are subdivided either by punc- 
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tuation or by the creation of sub-entries. As a result, the 
reader may find that rapid access to information in some 
instances has been somewhat sacrificed to achieve greater 
inclusiveness. 

Page citations are made in two formats: volume and 
page numbers, and author with volume and page num- 
bers. The first, volume and page numbers only, denotes 
that the subject is a minor topic or brief reference. The 
second includes the author to signify that the subject is 
a major topic of the article cited. The user may then refer 
to the full title found in Index 1. A topic containing many 
references will have all minor references listed first fol- 
lowed by author references. 

An attempt has been made to use widely accepted 
archaeological terms and cultural designations. In many 
instances, however, there is more than one term in com- 
mon use and we have generally followed the practices 
of the authors who have contributed to the Journal. Where 
no common, or easily understandable, term is available 
for a region the information is simply listed by country. 
The geographic references will also help the reader avoid 
confusion among terms, such as Archaic or Iron Age, 
that have different meanings when referring to different 
parts of the world. Many major categories, such as en- 
vironmental studies, soils and sediments, and survey, are 
subdivided geographically because the information is rel- 
evant to many cultural periods. 

We hope you will find the /ndex to be a useful guide 
to the diverse subjects found in the first 10 volumes of 
the Journal of Field Archaeology.
